municipalities. Permits could 
be issued only to companies 
with state licenses.

‘Guilty but mentally ill’ to 
be tested by Supreme Court 


Appellate court rules against state law 


An Illinois law that allows 
“guilty but mentally ill” ver- 
dicts in criminal cases appar- 
ently is headed for a test in 
the Illinois Supreme Court. 

A state appellate court has 
ruled the law unconstitutional, 
siding with critics who argue 
that it misleads jurors into 
believing they are assigning a 
lower level of blame and a 
lower level of punishment to a 
defendant who is mentally ill 

The Illinois Supreme Court 
ultimately must decide wheth- 
er the ruling is co 

There is no practical differ- 
ence between a guilty verdict 
and a verdict of guilty but 
mentally ill, the 2nd District 
Appellate Court found in June, 
ruling the 16-year-old law 
unconstitutional 

People found guilty but men- 
tally ill are sentenced to the 
Illinois Department of Correc- 
tions and are not necessarily 
segregated from general prison 
populations. They are not 
offered any treatment or pro- 
grams not available to other 

isoners, Department of Cor- 

ions Spokesman Nic Howell 
said 

“The only thing different is 
that we staff them on a regu- 
lar basis,’’ Howell said. He 
said people found guilty but 
mentally ill are evaluated on 
arrival for active mental ill- 
ness and monthly the first six 
months they are in DOC custo- 
dy, then at three-month inter- 
val 


f they need mental health 
treatment, they go to the men- 


tal health facility 
Howell said 

Illinois prisons arc holding 
159 people found guilty but 
mentally ill, including eight 
from this area. 

Illinois was one of several 
states that adopted similar 
laws after negative public 
reaction to the acquittal by 
reason of insanity of John N 
Hinckley Jr., who tried to 
assassinate President Ronald 
Reagan in 1981 

“They were trying to abolish 
the insanity defense,’’ said 
Madison County Public Defend- 
er John Rekowski, who 
applauds the appellate court 
decision. 

“It’s one of the few times an 
appellate court has put sub- 
stance over form,’’ he said 
“They realized what the legis- 
lature tried to do was prevent 
insanity verdicts. They said 
we're hoodwinking juries, and 
the government shouldn't be 
hoodwinking juries.’ 

Rekowski said the law is at 
odds with a long-honored legal 
philosophy that makes crimi- 
nal intent an essential element 
of a crime. 

“There is a_ difference 
between those who do it on 
parpose and those who don’t 

now any better,’’ he said 
“When insanity impairs the 
mental state, we ought to rec- 
ognize that.’’ 

Rekowski said there was a 
public perception that many 
offenders escaped punishment 
by claiming insanity when, in 
fact, imsanity defenses are

Attorney William Haine said 
he thinks the law serves a use- 
ful purpose 

“You can be guilty if v 
are able to know right i 
wrong and are able to contra 
your behavior to some exten, 
Haine said. ‘(The law) allows 
the people to demand account- 
ability for those who have 
committed a crime.” 


Haine said the distinction 
between mental illness and 
insanity is an important one, 
echoing one judge’s dissent 
from the 2nd District decision 

“There are several million 
people in this country who suf- 
fer a mental illness, but they. 
are law-abiding citizens, he 
said 


Haine said the court’s key 
concern seemed to be that 
those convicted under the law 
aren't getting mandatory treat- 
ment 


“In my view, that’s not (the 
court's) jurisdiction,’’ he said 
“It’s up to the governor and 
the General Assembly to 
address those concerns."’ 

Howell said the Department 
of Corrections complies with 
the law’s requirements 

“We've been operating pret- 
ty much the same since the 
law took effect,’ he said 
“‘We've been sued, and we've 
defended ourselves successful 
ly.”

He urged the public to be 
observant and make note of 
activity that might harm the 
environment. 

“Remember the hotline num- 
ber and be aware. Call us if 
you see abandoned drums, 
burning trash heaps or tires, 
large waste dumps_ that 
shouldn’t be there, or liquids 
being dumped into our streams 
and sewers. Call us if you hear 
trucks unloading drums at odd 
hours or smell and _ taste 
unusual chemical smells or 
smoke,”’ Ryan said. 

Operators at the Attorney 
General's Chicago Office 
receive the hotline calls and 
ask a series of questions about 
the possible environmental 
crime. The information is then 
reviewed by prosectors from 
Ryan’s Environmental Crimes 
Bureau and an_ investigation 
determination is made. Since 
the hotline’s December estab- 
lishment, five criminal investi-

The hotline is one part of 
Ryan’s environmental enforce- 
ment strategy based on charg- 
ing the state’s flagrant pollut- 
ers. criminally. Upon taking 
office, Ryan created the Envi- 
ronmental Crimes Bureau 
within the Environmental 
Enforcement Division to prose- 
cute the most serious environ- 
mental violations. 

Violations that are charged 
criminally include the creation 
of public health hazards, haz- 
ardous waste offenses, repeat 
violations, and those in which 
polluters intentionally break 
the law for profit. 


In June 1996, Ryan created

MoDOT rejects 
KKK’s request

The answer is still ‘‘No.’’ 

Nine days after a U.S. Dis- 
trict Court judge dismissed the 
Missouri Department of Trans- 
Portation’s case against the Ku 
Klux Klan, MoDOT Aug. 14 
again rejected the Klan’s 
request to join the state’s 
Adept A Higtway program. 

“The application was denied 
because the group is known to 
discriminate and has a: history 
of violent, criminal behavior,” 
MoDOT district engineer Steve 
Knobbe said. 

“The state is not permitted 
to allow such activity on state 
Property Knobbe said. 

The does not adhere to 
state and federal laws that 
make it illegal to discriminate 
on the basis of race, religion, 
color and national origin, 
MoDOT said. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union of Eastern Missouri now 
is appealing the case in federal 
district court, said ACLU 
attorney Bob Herman. He said 
no court has said the KKK 
cannot join the Adopt-A-High- 
way program. 

“The only thing that’s been 
decided is that the state must 
show reasons the KKK cannot 
be in the program,”’ Herman 
said. “‘The courts have said 
‘State your case. Settle on a 
reason and we’ll decide.’ "’

My office partner came back from lunch a 
couple of weeks ago beaming with joy. Months 
of study and research about replacing her 
aging 1988 compact car culminated the pur- 
Chase of a Pontiac Grand Am SE sedan. Fire- 
engine red. 

Spurred on by attractive financing, she 
joined the countless other buyers who have cho- 
sen Grand Ams for their fashionable styling, 
decent interior space and most of all, value 

Her experience reminded me of a crucial 
ingredient in the car-buying recipe: Most peo- 
ple buy cars because they get good value for 
their-money and like the way they look. For 
her, the Grand Am fits that description per- 
fectly because, as she said, “Jt didn’t matter 
to me about tire size, or enginé Size, either.”’ 
What was important was that she was able to 
replace her aging buggy, with 147,000 miles, 
with something new and affordable when 
equipped with options such as a CD player and 
sun roof; 

Coincidentally, our test car was nearly iden- 
tical to the model my co-worker bought. While 
the Grand Am may not be the most technolog- 
ically up-to-date model in Pontiac’s stable, it 
appeals to folks who want reliable, value-wise 
transportation with a young and sporty look 
Standard equipment includes dual air bags, 
anti-lock brakes, PASSLock anti-theft system 
and air conditioning 

Even loaded with popular items such as auto- 
matic transmission, power windows, cruise 
control, AM/FM cassette, tilt wheel, rear spoil-

just barely topped $18,000. Not cheap, but com- 
fortably below $20,000, the average price of a 
new car 

There are two engine choices in the Grand 
Am, a.2.4-liter, twin-cam four-cylinder and a 
3.1-liter V-6_ The engine in the car I drove was 
the four-cylinder. The addition of balance 
shafts to absorb vibration has tamed this 
engine considerably in recent years, and cou 
pled with a smooth-shifting automatic trans- 
mission, it now feels much more refined. Mash 
the throttle and you still will detect some vibra- 
tion near maximum rpm, but in normal driving 
it is calm 

Its 150 horsepower is adequate for rapid free- 
way merges or pulling out to pass on a long hill 
Even with the automatic transmission it is 
rated at 22 mpg city and 32 on the highway. 

One nifty feature that is standard with the 
four-speed automatic transmission is Pontiac’s 
Enhanced Traction System (ETS) Essentially 
a simplified traction control system, ETS 
detects wheel spin using the same wheel sen- 
sors as the anti-lock brakes. The main comput- 
er module then retards the engine’s spark tim- 
ing to reduce power and restore traction. 

Inside, the young, energetic feel is continued 
by the dash that is dominated by the instru- 
ment pod and large, round air vents. The 
gauges are simple, white-on-black designs that 
haye red lighting at night. 

Headlight and wiper stalks are fat, multiple- 
function switches, while heating/cooling con- 
trols are large, round rubber knobs that can be 
tweaked intuitively, eyen with gloves-on. The 
stereo, on the other hand, with small knobs and

large push buttons, is not quite as easy 

A console with cup holders and a useful stor- 
age box separates the front seats. 

Probably my biggest beef with the Grand Am 
is the bottom cushions of the front bucket seats. 
They don’t support my legs well because they 
are too short. The seat backs, however, do have 
adequate contouring for lateral support. After.a 
few days of acclamation, the seats were less 
bothersome than they were earlier in the week. 

The legroom in the back seat is decent but not 
overly generous. A split-folding back seat is 
optional. It’s too bad an integrated child seat 
isn’t available. 

Competition in the mid-size sedan class is 
fierce, and the Grand Am stacks up against 
challengers such as the Dodge Stratus, Honda 
Accord and Nissan Altima. Both the Accord and 
Altima are new in 1998, and that gives the 
Grand AM an even bigger challenge 

The base price of our SE was $14,734.

Someday your General Motors car could be 
powered by a Chinese engine. GM has started 
construction of a $1.6 billion factory that will be 
capable of building 100,000 Buicks and 100,000 V- 
6 engines each year when it opens late in 1998. 

Some of those engines will be exported for 
installation in cars built elsewhere. 

Ford is now selling 11 alternative-fueled vehi- 
cles after adding five new ones to its roster for 
the 1998 model year. One of the new vehicles is 
an electric Ranger pickup. Other new models 
are dual-fuel F-Series trucks and vans that can 
burn either natural gas or propane in addition 
to gasoline. 

An alternative propulsion system that likely 
will not be seen on the road again is steam. But 
it was 90 years ago this summer that a special- 
ly built Stanley Steamer streamliner was 
destroyed in a crash on Ormond Beach, Fla., 
while attempting to set a new land ‘speed 
record. The car carried a body made out of a 
wooden canoe turned upside down. It was the 
most aerodynamic structure that could be found 
at the time, but it didn’t hold up very well once 
the car started bouncing on ripples in the sand 

The summer before the crash, however, the 
pre-splintered, steam-driven car set an official 
record of 127 miles per hour that stood for four 
years. 

A‘ market research company, ADP 
Autosource, has found that cars as diverse as 
the Honda Civic, Dodge Viper, Chevrolet 
Impala and Subaru Impreza have the best 
resale value retention rates of any 3-year-old 
cars on the road. 

A 3-year-old Honda Civic is worth 82.3 percent 
of original value, while the Viper follows at 81.7 
percent, the Impala at 81.4 percent and the 
impreza at 80.7 percent. Rounding out the top 10 
cars were the BMW 318i convertible, Saturn 
SC2, Saturn SC1, Mercedes-Benz C220, BMW 
325i and Saturn SwW2 

Three trucks exceeded the 90-percent market 
in three-year value retention. They were the 
Toyota Land Cruiser (94.6 percent), Chevrolet 
Suburban (93.1 percent) and GMC Suburban 
(91.2 percent). Also in the top 10 were Land 
Rover Defender, Toyota 4Runner, Chevrolet 
S10, GMC C/K pickups, Nissan King Cab, Dodge 
Ram and Jeep Wrangler.

Resisting the fresh fruits of summer is like refusing 
to kiss the bride at a wedding. The next day there is a 
feeling that a wonderful opportunity has been Jost. 

That is the reason people eat fresh nectarines, peach- 
es, berries, pears, melons and cherries all summer long 
as they become ripe and juicy. It also leads them to try 
to keep those fresh flavors contained in a form that 
brings back the delights of -warm_weather 
and fruit-blushing-on trée or bush: 

Each fruit has’ a. prime~ season. 

Never buy fruit that is bruised, has 
soft spots, mold or water-soaked 
Spots, or is cut. Berries do not 
ripen after picking, but do dete- 
riorate quickly, so plan to use 

them within one or two days. 

The best way to keep 
them is to arrange unwashed 
berries in a shallow pan lined 
with paper towels. Top with more 
Paper towels, then cover with plas- 
tic wrap and refrigerate. 

On the other hand, peaches, 
plums, nectarines and pears ripen 
at home with encouragement. Put in a 
loosely closed paper bag, they emit ethylene gas that 
aids the process. Different varieties can be placed in 
the same bag. Red blushes and golden background col 
Ors are a sign of variety, rather than ripeness. A produce 
manager can help with indicators 

The beauty of a bounteous season is the fruit is avail- 
able semi-ripe and fuller in flavor. Hard, unripe fruit 
takes as long as a week to ripen, so even the Paper bag 


routine does not result overnight in fruit that is soft to 
the touch 

All evidence of a stem on ripe melon should be miss- 
ing. If it has aroma, it should be sweet, rather than fer- 
mented. Most melons stem from the muskmelon fami- 
ly, while watermelon is on the gourd family tree. A 
whole melon can be placed in a bag to hasten ripening, 
but cut ones do not-ripen-further, 

It-is wise to refrigerate fruits that emit ethyl- 
ene under wraps once they are ripe, 
so they do not hasten spoilage of 
surrounding produce

Vine-ripened local toma- 
toes are the key ingredient 
to perhaps the most ele- 
mental Italian pasta sauce, 
called ‘‘salsa cruda.’’ The 
words “raw sauce’? do not 
begin to convey its piquant, 
aromatic flavors or the suc- 
culent, contrasting flavors, 
temperatures that come by 
tossing this simple topping 
with warm pasta. 

As with any other pasta 
sauce, salsa cruda can be 
varied by adding chopped 
olives, capers, anchovy, 
sun-dried tomato or any 
other favorite ingredient. 


Whatever else goes into 
the pot, lush, ripe tomatoes 
are essential to the sauce’s 
success. Nothing else can 
make up for the lack of fla- 
vor if anything less than 
the best tomatoes are used. 
When they are juicy and 
full of flavor, many types 
of fresh tomato can used 
with great flavor results. 

Here are two Italian-style 
tomato sauces. 

The first one is a light 
variety developed by Dana 
Jacobi, author of the ‘‘Best 
of Claypot Cooking,’’ and 
“The Natural Kitchen:
